Consulate “Busy 
‘Issuing Permits 


The American Consulate in Hong- 
kong is very busy insuing the new 
type of passports required by ath 
Americans before April 10, Mr Addi- 
ton E, Southard, the Consul-General, 
anid yesterday. hes 

Warning regarding the new piss- 
ports ‘was given on February 10, and 
60 days’ grace has been alowed be- 
fore all old style: passports become 
null and Void. A notice warning 
American residents in the Colony 
revarding the new passports has been 
put up in the American Club. 

“This Is the first time the -Uniled 
States Government hns issued _in- 
structions for a complete swop over 
of passports, and It is supposed that 
the object of the change Is to focilitute 
the selzure of any old style forged 
passports," Mr Southard added. 

Questioned regarding the evacua- 
tion of American residents from the 
Colony, Mr Southard said that there 
had beenfonly a Hmited response to 
hig reiterated advice. . 

Mr’ Southard alluded to the dif- 
Neulties arising from the advice, con- 
fronting husbands and wives. 

“I Iknow of a number of cases 
where the wife has refused to leave, 
when told to do so by her husband. 
The husband 'in a way is powerless in 
thls case. If he orders his wife ‘to 
go, she retalintes by saying that he 
wants to get rid of heri,” he pointed 
out, 

However, Mr Southard ndded, it 
was ‘comforting to find that interest 
had been aroused, and remaining 
familles were gradually leaving and 
booking passages. Only about 12 
Americans had moved out of the 
Colony since his last advice. 

"EF have no information as yet to 
indicate any crisis in the very near 
future,” he concluded. :

We realise that the present situa- 
tion renders it Impossible for this re= 
commendation to be carried out, but 
if the same Committee is reconstitut- 
ed this year, I hope they will repent 
this recommendation in their 1941 
report, lest 1940's be pigeon-holed 
and forgotten. : 


Overhaul Needed 


There is pressing need for a.thor- 
ough overhaul of a system which has 
raised the total of personal emclu- 
ments to such su ffbulous sum that 
the Colony’s taxable capacity in nore 
mal times js not equal to-also pro- 
viding what should be -provided for 
our social services, . : cs 

The-.paucity and mediocrity of the 
executive material avallable this year 
to fill the special war time depart- 
ments hos, I think, confirmed my last 
year’s criticism up to the hilt. -I am) 
quite sure that the executive heads 
of the Government staffed these de- 
partments-not with men they con- 
sidered to be sultable for the jobs, 
But with senior men they had-elther 


.to find. jobs for or pension off long 


before thelr pensionable age, Al- 
though they probably won't admit !t, 
they know in thelr heart. of hearts 
that this is the case. The Prime 
Minister hina made it clear that he 
wanks to rid himself of much of the 
verbiage and-red tape In which the 
service abounds. Let us pray that, 
at the end of this war, he will go 
further, and. see that it ia placed on

Rois a matter for regret that cer- 
tain desirable Items have had to be 
deleted from the Draft Estimates.

I personally regret that, owing to 
the general financial situation, the 
long-promised rebuilding of Queen's 
College has once more ty be de- 
ferred.

Now, what,are. the facts? After 
one of the bitterest controversies 
which the Colony has ever known, 
the BIL was introduced to this Couns 
cit on March 14,. 1940 with the 
unanimous general approval of this 
Counc, The statements published 
from time to time In the Press as 
having been made by the War Re- 
venue Department that the levying of 
the taxes was proceeding smoothly 
wotld appear to point to the gratify- 
ing fact that the hope expressed by 
the War Revenue Committee, and 
re-cchocd in this Council, that there 
should be no attempt at evasion in 
view of the purpose far: which the 
proceeds of the taxes were to .be 
used, has been fulfilled, 

Although the yield under this Or- 
dinance was originally estimated lo 
be six milNon, the revised estimated 
yield ds nearly ten million (which, 
incidentally, is the amount of the 
estimated yleld for the full Income 
Tax Bil), und this in spite of the 
{net that it is universally accepted 
that the yield of a tax of this Jind 
enn never be brought to full fruition 
during the first few years. 

Personally 1 should have thought 
that an unexpected and gratify- 
ing, result of a measure which had 
received such striking unanimity of 
support In this Council would have 
merited an acknowledgment from 
Government more gracious and fit- 
ting than the strictures which = the 
Honourible the Financial Seeretary 
felt bound’ once more to pass on It. 

The Honourable the Financial 
Secretary observed that far be it 
“to seek to resuscitate o 
controversy which is dead and 
buried.” Tam entirely with him in 
this attitude. But may I remind 
Honourable Members of certain facts 
and circumstances in regard to the 
introduction of the War Revenue 
Ordingnee? 

On December 4, 1939, Mr Caine 
addressed a letter to cach member 
of the Committee, in which he 
stuted:— , : 

“T enclose some ‘suggestions’ for a 
draft report of the Income Tax Com- 
mittee. Io am not circulating them 
as an official Committee document 
Heeause they represent what [ hope 
the Committee will be prepared ‘to 
agree to rather than what has so far 
been agrecd. In view, however, of 
my approaching departure I thought 
it might be helpful te put my own 
ideas on paper.” 


Extracts_Quoted. 


Let me, then, quote from certain 
relevant paragraphs of his reporti— 
2. We examined a great many 
suggestions . . . We rejected, either 
unanimously «or — by substantial 
majorities, by far the greater num- 
ber of these proposals because they 
either did not fulfil the conditions 
laid down by our terms of reference 
or would yleld revenue tog small ‘to 
justify ‘their Imposition. 

4... The best alternative means 
of imposing taxation of approximate- 
ly the same Incidence as the proposed 
Income Tax appeared to be a com- 
bination of faxes assessed on pro- 
perly, on salaries and analogous in- 


comes ond on business profits made,

An Income Tax secks to tax every 
source of engh individual's Income 
and to make allowances for his 
family responsibilities and other in- 
dividual circumstances. — Although 
much may be collected at the source 
it Is ultimately an individual tax nnd 
may entail much enquiry into per- 
sonal affairs, 

The new Bill proposes to take cach 
of the main classes of income separ- 
ately and tax them at rates adjusted 
only approximately to capacity to 
pay, At some sacrifice of the refine- 
ments of an income tax it thus avoids 
many problems which arise in “the 
administration. of those refinements 
whd removes some of the features of 
income tax which are objectionable 
to the public.” 

Without Misgivings 

Such, Sir, were the views of Mr 
Chine. He had made it plain that 
he was in favour of a straight income 
tax mensure, But he himself was; 
the author of the Ordinance now in 
furee, ond he put it forth as a come 
promise measure without any trace 
of reluctance, and certainly without 
any misgivings as to there being, any 
inequity in its incidence. + 


The Honourable the Financial 
Sceretary said: “Although the War 
Revenue Ordinance has secured con- 
siderably more revenue than was un- 
ticipated it has failed to secure 
enough to meet the revised war ex- 
penditure elther in the current year 
or in 1041/42." : 

Pausing here I. should like to point 
out that the position he now takes 
up is fundamentally opposite to that 
taken up by Government ‘hitherto, 
As I pointed out In this Council on 
March 14, 1940, His Excellency 
Sir Geoffry Northcote, in his speech 
in this Counell on November 16, 1939, 
made it quite clear that Government 
did not determine to ralse oa war 
budget revenue in any prg-determin- 

in other words, Govern- 
ment’s attitude was that as\vegards 
war, expenditure, 
was to be limited to the sum obNin-

Death Duties 


The Honourable the | Financial 
Sceretary has intimated that Gov- 
ernment proposes to Increase the 
Death Duties. I appreciate that 
Honourable Members .will have an 
opportunity of, discussing this ques- 
tlon when the necessary amending 
Bill is before this Council, But In 
the meantime I wish to make a few 
general observations, 

The Report of the Taxation Com- 
mittee published as Sessional Paper 
No. 2 (3939) contained the folowing 
observation ‘on the question of Death 
Duties: — 

“Any further revenuc” under this 
head should be obtained by an_in- 
crease In the rates of Estate, Duty 
rather than by the Introductlon of 
other methods of taxing property:on 
death, eg. Legacy or Succession 
Duties; but we consider the present 
rates, which were fairly recently in- 
creased to a maximum.of 20%, high 
enough in the circumstances of Hong- 
kong, where the much higher rates 
prevailing in, eg, the United King- 
dom, would add greatly to the In- 
centive of evasion.” . 

That report was dated April 5, 
1939, and [ ani not aware of circum- 
stances which have arisen between 
then and now which render that de- 
liberate expression of view: no longer 
sound, 

As to how far evasion of death 
duties exists I do not feel competent 
But_of_this_I__am__quite 


that according to the revised 

ate, salary tax will bring in $1,000,- 
000 as was anticipated: property tax 
$2,300,000 as uogainst 2,000,000 as 
was anticipated: whilst. corporation 
and business tax should bring in 
$6,400,000 as against $3,000,000 anti- 
clpated, But he adds, as regards the 
latter item: . "This figure Includes 
not less than $5,500,000 In respect of 
corporation profits and only $900,000 
in respect of. business profits, which 
is disdppointingly small... .” 


Not Surprised 


Sir, this Is the whole case for sug- 
sesting that the principles on which 
taxation is based should be recon- 
sidered. I can see no ground for sur- 
prise that the business profits tax 
should yicld something just under 
one million, as against the unex- 
pectedly larger yield of corporation 
profits. Nr Caine never attempted 
anything more than n guess of the 


combined yield of the corporation 
and business profils tax, for the 
simple reason that there were no 
necurate datn available, Nor can I 
see how tir yield of the taxes as 
above Indicated can afford any evi- 
dence that the incidence fs not spread 
falrly over the cémmunity. It may 
well be that, in order to produce 
more revenue, some alterations will 
have to be made in the Ordinance. 
As I do not wish to anticipate in any 
way the’ findings of the Committee 
which Your Excellency has recon- 
stituted 1 abstain from further com- 
ment. paoe ane : 
Serious Criticism 


I regret that I now come to a point 


of serlous criticism against the 


|administritlon of the War Revenue 


Ordinance. In the Report of Mr 
Caine, to which I have referred, he 
made It quite plain: that “Partner- 
abips will be assessed as a whole and 
no enquiry whatever will be neces- 
sary into the division of profits be- 
tween partners.” The Honourable 
the Financial Secretary himsclf, in 
introducing this Bill In March 1940, 
sald: : 

“Tho third and fourth taxes tre 
respectively a corporatlon profits tax 
s+ « and a business profits tax on 
Profits made In tho Colony... 
which fs lovied on the business and 
not on, individual persons so that no 
enquiry as to the ownership of ‘the 
business and the division of the prox 
fits’ia involved. Thero is, In. the 
circumstances, no deduction Jn re- 
spect of personal and family allow- 
ances. 2. Rane: 

In spite of the history of this mat- 
ter, nhd of the officinl declnrations to 
which I have referred, I am sorty to 
hinve to atate openly In this Counell 


certain. If evasion could be pre- 
vented by zeal and vigilance, it 
would have been effectively stopped 
by now, because I can imagine-.no 
-one possessing greater zenl, snd 
exercising greater vigilance, than the 
present holder of the office of Super~ 
intendent of Inland Revenue _ and 
Estate ‘Duty Commissloner, for whom, 
if he will allaw me to say so, I hold 
a high ‘regurd, Indeed, 1 go further 
and say that it is the deliberate view 
of the legal profession as a avhole 
that the zeal and vigilance exhibited 
by this courelentious officer have 
been so excessive in many cases ns 
to occasion unjustiflable delay, Incon- 
venience and expense to bona fide 
plicants for legal representation. 
The powers conferred on the 
te Duty Commissioner for in- 
vestigating every estate are neces~ 
sarily wide. But I suggest that In 
wielding such great powers regard 
should be hnd to:the presence or 
absence of grounds for suspicion of 
evasion of duty; and that under 
normal circumstances the Estate 
‘Duty Commissioner should not at- 
tempt to reopen and resuscitate mat- 
ters adjudicated upon a long tme 
ago. : 
should be well known to Gov~- 
ernment that family inheritance has 
niwnys constituted a very important 
part of Chinese family life, and I do 
submit that-excessive rates of levy, 
undue delay in obtaining legal repre- 
sentation, and harsh administration 
of the Estate Duty Ordinance, oll 
constitute great. incentive to evasion. 
Slr, the Unofficlal Members of this 
Council, ns well ns the Chinese Mem-= 
bers of, Councils, have had occasion 
to make various representatlons to 
Government on certain aspects. of 
Government Administration during 
the past year. Pending their final 
outcome 1 feel it my duty to make a 
few general observations. 


Food Control 


To begin with I wish to say afew 
Wwords.on the question of Food Con- 
rol. 

The task af a Food Controller is 
obviously one of very great diMculty, 
and duc’ allowance must be made tor 
the fact that many things would have 
to be done !n a hurry, 1 submit that 
the Indisperisable quatification of any 
Food: Controjler must be some com- 
mercial knowledge and experience, 
and, however well qualified in the 
theory of economics and conscientious 
i the dlscharge of his duties, the pre- 
sent Food Controller has- had - no 
commercial experience. The record 
of his acminIstration has not inspired 
confidence: that fi an emergency. oll 
will be well at regards the question 
of food aupply, and I.record in ‘this 
Council my. gtave doubt, as. to his 
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serve food stocks—though the quan- 
lities purchased are infinitesimal to 
the quantities orlwinally proposed— 
without very serious losses arising. 
We know that the Food Controller 
has now delegated his powers in re-, 
gard to rice to a business man more 
conversant with the subject. 


Firewood 


1 come now to 
Firewood. 

I understand that Government has 
at long last taken, or is taking, de- 
finite steps for the Importation of 
firewood into the Colony. The 
Chinese Members of Councils had 
urged Government to take such a 
step even ‘before His Excellency Sir 
Geoffry Northcote left the Colony on 
leave. On August 3, 1940 2 memo- 
randum on thls question was sent In 
to Government, wherein it was urged 
that Government should requisition 
steamers for the purpose of importing 
firewood into Hongkong. I feel that 
the Chinese community has every 
reason to be dissatisfied with Gov- 
ernment’s inactivity, over: such .a 
lengthy period, in relieving the acute 
shortage of firewood, which has 
caused so much hardship to the. com- 
munity, especially the poor. 

_Another’ matter, Sir,- which ‘has 
given rise to grave dissatisfaction, fs 
the ncministration of the Immigration 
Ordinance. When I spoke in this 
Council on the Second Reading of the 
Bill I thought that the effect of this 
measure on the Colony depended very 
largely on how it would be adminis- 
tered by the Immigration Officer, and 
I then stated that my colleagues and 
I intended to maintain a close Inter- 
est in the operation of this measure, 
and that we should have no hesita- 
tion In making ‘to Government any 
representations which we might con- 
sider it our duty so to do, 7

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But I do say that whatever may be 
the explanation, the ‘Chinese com- 
munity cannot’ be expocted§ to 
acquiesce in the continued adminis- 
tration of a measure which compels 
people to wait for long hours outside 
‘the Immigration Office, herded to- 
gether like cattle, In order to get a 
permit or to get back a deposit. 

Apart from the question of admin- 
istratlve machinery there have been 
numerous complaints of sheer rude- 
ness and offensive conduct on the part 
of the officers of this Department.

Sir, I do say deliberately that 
either the administration of. the Im- 
migration measure {is radically im- 
proved—and J submit that it can, and 
should, be improved—or that measure 
should be dropped altogether.”

Perhops the most controversial of 
the items which ore now appearing, 
for tha first time in the Budget is the 
provision for a scheme, known as 
departmental collection, whereby 
Government wil employ —coollcs, 
some 2,000 In number, for the 
removal of nightsoil, the cost of the 
project to be met by an increase of 
one per cent in the rates, My Chtinese 
colleagues and ‘I learn with deen 
satisfaction that it hag been decided 
‘by Government that this scheme 
should stand over until further, con- 
sideration has’ been given to the 
matter and that Government will 
refrain from expenditure without the 
consent of the Finance ‘Committee. 
This decision is, in our opinion, a 
wise one. 

We venture to sudgést that, before 
committing itself, Government should 
examine carefully and find out ¢x- 
actly what are the Improvements and 
advantages attached to departmental 
collection. All of us realise that tho 
present system is far from satisfac- 
tory. We would welcome a chunge 
for the better; but how is the pro- 
posed system 4 better one? Surely 
not -because some 2,000 coolics. 
hitherto free-lanees, would thereby 
become Government servants, Judg- 
ing by the many representations

Immigration 

. Coming -to the working of the 
newly established Immigration De- 
partment, I would like to support the 
request . which my Senior Chinese 
colleague bas made regarding a gen- 
eral, specding up in the issuance of 
Immigration certificates. A simplifie~ 
ution in the rules of procedure ap- 
peurs to be the solution. 

At.present, before dn applicant can 
be Issued with a certificate, he has 
to full your requirements.

secondly, he must have photographs 
which are in accordance with specl- 
flentions: thirdly, he must send in, his. 
application form properly complete

Infectious Diseases Hospital

suficiently matured to permit the 
building of the propuscd. new. 
Infectious Diseases Hospital at the 
Kowloon Medical Centre. The 
Budget: Committee realises ‘that this 
hospital is recommended in. the 
Technical Hospitalisation Committec’s 
report, 1938-1930, as the first major 
item In a-long-term programme but 
it feels that, apart from difficulties of 
providing’ the necessary building 
materials, this is not the time or place 
to embark Immediately on this 
hospital.

DEEDS AS WELL.AS WORDS 


TWO events were reported, by 
cable yesterday which can be 
calculated to make a substantial 
contribution towards dispelling 
the tengion which has grown to 
such proportions in this part of 
the world. One was the an- 
nouncement that Mr Shigemitsu, 
the Japanese Ambassador to 
London, had shared a long con- 
versation with Mr R. A. Butler, 
during which the Ambassador 
gave an assurance that Japanese 
does not intend to attack either 
British or Dutch territory in the 
Pacific; the other was the arrival 
in Singapore of thousands of 


_A uytralian-troops,-fully-equipped. 


with the most modern war 
materials, who are to remain in 
Malaya with other British .and 
Indian forces for the purpoge of 
defending the States against any 
attack which might be launched. 


Both Mr Shigemitsu’s state- 
ment and the arrival of Austra- 
lian reinforcements indicates a 
realistic attitude by Japan and 
the British Empire, to the situa- 
tion in the Far East, and both 
events are heartily ‘welcome. 
Furthermore, there must be 
taken into consideration Mr 
Butler’s ridicule of the sugges- 
tion that ‘tthe. disposition of 
British armed forces in Malaya 
in any way denoted intentions of 
agrression; that statement was 
scarcely necessary. Britain 
does not seck.in this -part of the 
world anything more than the 
maintenance of the status quo as 
provided for in a. number of 
international treaties. This has 
been so explicitly declared and 
revealed that no nation can be 
in any two minds about it. To 
suggest otherwise is a deliberate 
distortion of clear facts and 
knowledge. Japan, in particu- 
lar, can accept this without 
qualms, and the cause of 80 
much of the political tension and 
worry in the - Orient would 
evaporate if Mr Shigemitsu's de- 
claration could be accepted with 
the same assurance. 


Very ‘pointedly Mr Sumner 
Welles observed this week that 
tho United States prefers deeds 
to words by Japancso spokesmen 
when it.comes to a question of 
international relations in the 
Paeific, implying, and rightly 50, 
that words have become rather 
cheap and Jn more cases than 
one, meaningless. © Undoubtedly 
Jnpan has manoeuvred herself 
into a delicato position in the 
Far East, but there ja still plenty 
of opportunity to free herself 
from tho shackles and to avoid 
plunging the Pacific into the 
maelstrom of war. . The right 
kind of deeds, na well 4a the 
right kind of words, are needed.

Ieave, On August 3, 1940 a memo- 
randum on this question was sent. In 


4o Government, wherein It was urged 


that Government should requisition 
steamers for the purpose of importing 
firewood into Hongkony. I feel that 
the Chinese community has every 
reason {o be ‘dissatisfied with Gov- 
ernment's inactivity, over such a 
lengthy period, in relieving the acute 
shurtage of firewood, which has 
caused so much hardship to the com- 
munity, especially the poor. 

Another matter, Sir, which has 
given rise to grave dissatisfaction, js 
the administration of the Immigration 
Ordinance. When I spoke in this 
Council on the Second Reading of the 
Bill I thought that the effect of this 
measure on the Colony depended very 
largely on how it would be adminis- 
tered by the. Immigration OMcer, and 
J then stated that, my colleagues and 
I Intended to maintain a close inter- 
est in the operation of this mensure, 
and that we should have no hesita- 
tion in making to’ Government any 
representations which we might con- 
sider it our duty so to do, 


Cannot Acquiesce , 


I know that the Immigration OM- 
rer has not spared himself in the dis- 
charge of his very *difcult duties, 
But I do say that whatever may be 
the explanation, the Chinese com- 


would have been effectively stopped 
by now, beenuse T can Imagine no 
one possessing greater zenl, and 
exercising #reater vigilance, than the 
present holder of the office of Super- 
intendent of Inland Revenue and 
Estate ‘Duty Commissioner, for whom, 
if he will allaw me to say so, I hold 
a high regard. Indeed, I go further 
and say that it is the deliberate view 
of the legal profession as a whole 
{hat the zeal and vigilance exhibited 
by this conscientlous officer have

Conservative Estimate 
My submission therefore is that if 
these__inereascs__Jn_taxation had

___Taxation_System 

We have been criticised for. the 
unfair incldence In.our form of taxa- 
tlon. There are few of .us who dv 
not admit that there are faults as 
there are In every system. Neverthe. 
tess, while others are still in the 
process of deliberation and searching 
for an ideal, Hongkong has for over 
a year been fulfilling its obligations.

Coming to the working of the 
newly established Immigration De- 
partment, I would like to support the 
request which my Senfor Chinese 
colleague has made regarding o gen- 
eral speeding up in the issuance of 
immigration certificates. A simplific- 
ation {n the rules of procedure op- 
pears to be the solution. . 

At present, before en applicant can 
be issued with a certificate, he. has 
to fulfill your requirements. Firstly, 
he has to obtain an application form: 
secondly, he must have photographs 
whieh are In accordance with speci- 
fications; thirdly, he must‘send in his 
application form properly completed 
und fourthly, he must apply for the 
certiflente. In order to comply with 
these requirements, am ordinary petr- 
son, -in nddition. to his visit lo, an 
authorised photographer would, In all 
probability, he compelled to ne up 
in n queue, in fair weather or foul, 
in sun or rain, for three consecutive 
occasions before he could obtain his 
certtficnto—presuming that no hitch 
had occurred,

Collection Of Nightsoil 


Perhaps the most controversial ‘of 
the items which are now appearing 
for the first time in the Budget {Is the 
provision for a scheme, known as 
departmental collection, whereby 
Government will employ _coolics, 
some 2,000 .in nuniber,- for the 
removal of nightsoll, the cost of the 
project to be met by an increase of 
one per cent in the rates. My Chinese 
colleagues and I tearn with deep 
satisfaction that it ‘hag been decided 
by Government that this scheme 
should stand over until further con- 
sideration ‘has been given to the 
matter and that Government ‘will 
refrain from expenditure without the 
consent of the Finance’ Committec. 
This decision is, in our’ opinion, a 
wise one. 


_ We venture to suggest that, before 
committing itself, Government should’ 
examine carefully and find out ex- 
actly what are the improvements and 
ndvantages attached to departmental 
collection, Atl of us realise that the 
present system is far from satisfac- 
tory. We would welcome a change 
for the better: but how is the pro- 
posed system a better, one? Surely 
not because some 2,000 coolies, 
hitherta free-lances, ‘would thereby 
become Government servants, Judg- 
Ing by the many representations 
which have been made, the coolica 
themselves do not aupear to show 
any enthusiasm. , 


Average Tenant’s View 


From: the point of view of public 
health how can it be said to be pro- 
Kress when the same old method anc 
the samo old sct of coolles are em- 
ployed? In facet, so far os the 
average tenant js concerned, he would 
prefer to deal with the coolle work- 
ing for hims¢tf, sho in all lilcelihood 
would be a far humbler individual 
than the same coolic working in the 
role of a Government servant. At 
least, now, ‘when o tenant’ has a 
complaint: to muke, Hie goes to a 
neutral party; but with departmental 
collection, he will be faced with. the

It appears to me that there is some 
confusion of thought’ as regards the 
issues Involved, While improved 
transport or Improved buckets would 
represent an improvement. {fn tho 
method of collection: ond will. be 
beneficial, the change in the status’ 
at the coolle .is unimportant and is 
not a condition precedent to tho 
setting up of adequate supervision, 


Alternative Suggested 


As an olternative and a more sntis- 
factory solution, I submit that the

—The Hon, Financial 
Sceretary in his specch on January 
16, 1041, reviewing the financial post~, 
tlon of the Colony, stressed the point 
that although the revised estimate 
rinielpates a surplus of $17,213,870 at 
the end of the present finunclal year, 
this surplus fs Jargely a nominal one, 
The Financial Sceretary explained 
dhat out of this surplus of over 
$17,000,000, « sum of $5,700,000 was 
invested Jn the  1934-Dolar-loan, 
“while by the end of next year i 
fotal of over $4,000,000 will have 
been advanced in ‘anticipation of a 
future Joan.” : 
Granting that this statement. is 
correct, it does not aller the fact that 
the estimated sumplus of this Colony's 
asceta over its linbililies, at the end 
bf March 1942 will be well over $17,- 
000,000 although it may not cansist 
entirely of cash. 


Strong Financial Position 


According to the financial state- 
ment published by Government on 
February 5, 1941, the Colony’s 
surplus at the end of October, 
was more than $21,000,000 of. 
n sum ‘of over $18,000,000 was classt 
fled us ensh and advances, This re- 
presents a very high ratio in relntion 
to the amount of revenue from 
ordinary sources, ; 

If this Colony were «corporation 
1 would certainly congratulate those 
tn charge of [ts affairs on its very 
strong financial position, But as a 
‘Government It is open te criticism, 
It may be criticised that either it has 
failed to carry out and develop fully 
its social functlens or It has taken 
more revenue ‘than was necessary 
from the people by way of taxation.) 

I submit, Sir, that this practice of 
keeping a surplus wes a method 
adopted by Governments during the 
Middle Ages and has long been con- 
sidered os bad financial policy. It is 
well established in practical Ananclal 
administration that surplus financing 
encourages extravagance and that 
there is no necessity whatever for 

‘a state to keep a surplus, 


Fundamentally Wrong 


1 mention this not because J wish 
to suggest that the estimated deficit 
for the next financlal year should be 
met by drawing on this surplus as 1 
hope that there will be no necessity

policy of accumulating surplus is 
fundamentally wrong.

Nightsoil And U.C. 


With regard to the provisions for 
the daily collection of nightsoll to be 
undertaken by Government I under- 
stand that such provisions would not 
be carried out if there were no sign 
of any improvement in the Colony’s 
finance, I do not think that it Is 
quite correct: to say that the Urban 
Council, of which I am oa member, 
has definitely suggested to Govern- 
ment to put an increase of one per 
cent on‘rates in order to mect 
expenditures on this undertaking. As 
a matter of fact when this matter 
was brought up for consideration, the 

uestion ‘of finance had not. been 
Hscussed. I consider that it is not 
fair to place the entire burden 
on property. owners without re- 
gard to ‘the fact thot some of 
tenements -have ‘water flush 
systems. I wish to point out that 
thls responsibility of daily collection 
of nightsoil, if undertaken by *Gov- 
ernmont, is a service rendered to a 
particular elnss of the community 
ond that’ class should pay for it. 

My Chinese collenguce, Hon. Mr 
Tanv hos‘ spoken very fully on this 
subject. While, I agree that the 
acheme sponsored by the Urban 
Council Is.an improvement, I feel 
that unless Government is'in a posi- 
tlon to carry out that scheme in full, 
the alternative method mentioned by 
Mr Tam In dealing with the existing 
system appears to be'a practical onc. 


Education Subsidy 
In the matter of education 1 wel- 
come the provision far n new sub- 
sidy code. for vernncular schools 
which-makes gencrous provisions for 
subsidies ta schools on tho. basis of 
approved -expendituren on salnries of 


teachers and'rent of school buildings,

As a member of the Board of 
Education I firmly believe that in 
the ~cdueatlonal “system” of ~ this 
Colony it*ia Chinese primary educa- 
tion which urgently needs develop- 
ment. At the present time the deve- 
Icpmnent of Chinese primary education 
is left almost entirely in the hands 
of private enterprises and I do not 
think: that a sutistactory system can 
be achieved without Government 
takIng a leading part in its develup- 
ment. [I wish therefore to urge 
Government that os- soon us the 
finunelal position permits, it should 
proceed with the programme for the 
developinent of Chinese primary 
education. f i 

Not Extravagant 

The programme has been carefully 
considered by the Board of Education 
and submitted to Government by the 
Director of Education with ‘the full 
and unanimous ‘support of its mem- 
bers. 1 venture to -think that this 
programme is not an extravagant one 
und does not call for heavy expendi- 
ture whieh will be spread over a 
number of years, 

I consider that, of all 
on social services, 
Chinese primary education should 
deserve first consideration. If we 
were able to prevent, by providing 
‘proper education, a large number of 
young people from falling into the 
criminal class, it would relieve: this 
Colony from other heavy burdena 
such as an increased Pollce force.

Emergency Step 

With reyard to the recently 
established Immigration Department 
T wish to make the following observa- 
tlons. I believe that the imposition 
of restriction ‘on free immigration 
Wis a new departure from the well- 
established policy of the Colony to 
keep this place open to the Chinese. 


1 must say that restriction of this 
kind is quite n common practice in 
other parts of the world but with this 
Colony's ‘close relationship with 
China, such a step can only be con- 
sidered as an emergency measure 
forced upon us by prevailing cireum- 
stances, : 5 

I realise. that many. of the soctat 
evils prevailing: in the Colony are 
closely ‘connected with this diMeult 
probletn of excessive population and 
I have, therefore, no hesitatlon in 
agreeing that some sort of restriction 
on the growing population Is, at the 
Present time, desirable. I presume 
that it was on economic rounds that 
Government had been advised to 
introduce this measure.

It has also been 
decided not to procecd during the 
‘coming financial year with the build- 
ints of the proposed new, block of 
ofices and quarters at the Central 
Police Station, though a token vate 
of $50,000 remains in the draft 


Infectious Diseases Hospital 

Similarly the Select Committce felt 
that the thmes ure not sulliciently 
propitious and the plans not 
sulidiently matured to permit the 
building of . the proposed: new 
Infectious Diseases Hospital at the 
Kowloon Medical Centre. The 
Budect Committce realises that this 
hospital is recommended In the 
Technical Hospitalisation Committee’s 
report, 1938-1939, as the first major 
item in a long-term programme but 
it feels that, apart from difficulties of 
providing the necessary building 
materials, this is not the time or place 
to embark ‘Immediately on this 
hospital, The’ sum of $100,000 has 
however been provided which is 
larger than the usual “token vote,” 
in case. it may be possible in the 
coming year to make a start. 

The provision of funds for the 
equipment of this hospital has been 
omitted ns it js felt that, apart from 
the uncertainty which surrounds the 
hospltal itself, there are at least hopes 
of considerable cmergency stores 
being available during the coming 
financial year. 

Under Charitable Services pro- 
vision has been made for a grant of 
$10,000. to the British Fund for the 
Relief of Distress in China and under 
Miscellaneous Services, in response 
to pressing representations from the 
University.

From the general publie these com- 
plaints have been mainly directed 
against the diMeulty in obtaining the 
necessary forms, the unusual delay 
in issuing certificates and the insist- 
ence that photographs must be taken 
by' “approved” firms.

The Chinese member on the Execu-~ 
tive Council as well as my two 
Chinese colleagues on this Council 
and I,“have found it necessary to 
address a joint communication to the 
Hon. Colonial Sceretary in regard to 
some of these complaints and in our 
opinion there are urgent needs for 
reform In the method of conducting 
this department. 1 may add that the 
attltude of those in charge of this 
department towards the general pu- 
bile is not at all helpful, 

Food Control 

-On the question of Food Control, 
I wish to urge Government to pay the 
closest attention to the recent rise in 
the cost of Iving in the Colony, 
Particularly “of rice nnd firewood. 
These are the two daily necessities of 
the Chinese Community. Tho rise in 
the prices of these two commoditles 
Js u serlous matter for the Chinese, 
particularly the middle and poor 
classes, and I, conélder that Govern- 
ment should take vigorous measures 
lo combat the evil.
